The brewery proprie- 
tors secured an injunction. When the 
engineers complied with the order or 
the court, which was in conflict -witu 
the order of the federation, tbeir char- 
ter was revoked. The old officers and 
members of ur,i&s No. IS appeared at 
Workmen ball to explain that their 
charter had not been regularly or le 
gaily revoked and to protest agains 
organizing a new local union until the 
order of the court was disposed of 
NQM of these oM members wore nd 
milled to the hall, and some of them 
were roughly handled on the outside 
A temporary union was afterward or 
ganized.

ick D. Grant's expedition in the gun,- 
bpats Bas«o and Florida, several 
steam launches and native lighters, 
has ascended the Gandara river, ia 
the island of Samar, and has brought 
the insurgent leader Guevarra and his 
entire command down the coast.

Sebastian, A-balci and 38 other officers, 
1S9 men and 161 rifles. Three hundred 
insurgenta with 131 rifles are oxpect- 
ed to arrive at Catbalogan, Samar,-to 
surrender formally to the American 
authorities: Three bolomen, 28 of 
theia armed with rifles, surrendered 
at Sulat, also in Samar. 
Guevarra 


succeeded 
General Lukban to the 


command of the ins-urgent forces in 
Samar when the latter was' captured 
last Febrcary. 


At a farewell banquet here to the 


officers of the Ninth infantry. Acting 
Civil Governor Luke E. Wright paid 
a glowing tribute to the military 
forces. He said the army, under cir- 
cumstances of surprising 
difficulty, 


had paved the -way for the work of 
the civil authorities, and that only a 
few cases of friction between the two 
branches of government had occurred. 
He said that General Chaffee, whose 
opinion ir :ht at times have differed 
from that jf the civil authorities, had 
been a most loyal supporter of civil 
rule. 


Captain L. W. V. Kennon of

Sixth cavr'ry reports from the island 
of Negrcs "as aUFfeader of the ladrons 
leader Rale, with 15S officers and men 
of his command, together with -2 
guus, 140 bolos, seven spears and a 
few revolvers and daggers.

Kennon says this surrender means the 
opening up of the whole of the south- 
ern coast of the island of Negros.

Tragedy at a Church. 


Hazleton, Pa., April 28. — Michael 


Cherko, 38, was murdered about. 100 
feet from the Greek Catholic church 
at Freeland during the progress of 
the Gre«k Easter services.

ed those of tbe previous week by 6000, 
and that the increase this year to date 
over 1901 is 32,871 cattle, 369,297 
hogs, 42, 65 sheep.

natural rKuedy? Is it not to increase 
the supply? 


Canada could supply our eastern 


cities with many cattle and an abund- 
ance of sheep. We could, at a pinch, 
buy refrigerated meat from Argentina 
or Australia, as England does.
